Wasninoton, Dec. 3.—There will be a 
quorum in both houses to-morrow, though the 
complement of members will not be on hand 
as usual at the commencement of the long 
session. The only business likely to be trans- 
acted to-morrow, as each house is fully or- 
ganized, will be the reception and reading of 
the annual message. 

THE COMMITTEES.

Judge Kelley, 
of Pennsylvania, will be made chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations in place of 
Dawes, transferred to the Ways and Means. 

FISH'S RESIGNATION. 

It is thought that Secretary Fish would 
have an opportunity as soon as Congress met 
of having his long-pending resignation ac- 
cepted; but now, that there appear indications 
that this Government maybe ere long in- 
‘volved in complications with Spain, it does 
not seem probable that the Secretary will re- 
tire from his position so early. Should all 
signs of possible difficulties vauish, we may 
look for a new Secretary of State by New 
Year's day. 

THE TREASURY 
estimates that the total amount of coin to be 
paid out in redemption of the hundred wmil- 
lions of five-twenties will be about twenty 
millions. There is now due to. the Govern- 
ment from National banks over ten millions 
in coin which the Treasury will draw for as 
oceasion requires. The disbursements from 
the Treasury Department during the month of 
November on account of the War, Navy, and 
Interior Departments and civil and miscella- 
neous accounts, exclusive of that paid on the 
public debt, were fifteen mullions five hun-

They were 
all formed upon strings or threads or pieces of 
cloth, the largest one upon the leg of an old 
woolen stocking, Whes the bed ‘ticks’ are 
made a raw edge is sometimes carelessly left on 
the inside instead of being hemmed under. 
From this raw edge the strong threads of the 
ticking ravel out, become entangled in the feath- 
ers, and, with the mot ions of the occupants of 
the beda, roll up into balls. These balls grow by 
avery simple process. The quill-end of a feath- 
er enters the tangled mass: the plumes slope 
backward toward the tip, like the barb of a fish- 
hook, and prevent the feather from backing out 
of the difficulty, and every motion drives it 
further in. This process goes on as long as the 
bed is occupied, and we are informed that the 
balls sometimes grow enormously large. 

Some of the balls thus formed were as smooth- 
ly, compactly and neatly rolled up as they could

In this matter the Commercial proceeds 
without advisement.

It was purely 
an act of mercy, an act of magnanimity, 
the act of a humane and enlightened juris- 
prudence, which migut have hanged, 
drawn and quartered the whole ship's 
crew, and kept inside the bounds of its 
legal right—not the act of a civil polity 
restrained by peculiar and even orzaaic 
circumstances, abridged by national oli 
gatiuns, and hedged in by its ne- 
cessities.

Ibis is the English of the Coumsoreial's 
proposition, and it is simply imperialism 
modernized.

Mr. Tooley. Asaisteat Postmaster, informs us 
that a wrong prevails in regard to 
the recent depredations in the Louisvilte post- 
office. It is not known how long the thefts have 
been going on, but the fact that letters were dis
